“At the expiration of his last 
term as assessor he entered com- 
mercial life. and assisted in or- 
ganizing- the Sam Bernardino 
County Savings. Bank and was 
cashier of that institution for four 
years.

GRAPES DAMAGED 
BY INTENSE HEAT 


No damage was done citrus 
fruits, but there wag considerable 
damage done grape crops in San 
Bernardino Coupty by the recent 
heat wave. 

This report was made by 12 
korticultural inspectors represent- 
ing eight districts in the citrus 
belts an@ grape districts of the 
valley who yesterday conferred 
with J. P. Coy, county horticultur- 
ist, in the farm bureau office, Ar- 
rangements were made for resum- 
irg spraying and fumigation ac- 
tivities. The value of irrigation 
was demonstrated in the reports 
which stated that damage was 
found greatest in. grape areas 
where the fruit was cultivated 
without irrigation.: 

The individual reports varied 
slightly in regard to the amount 
ef grape ‘damage done and were 
unanimous in reporting no damage 
to citrus fruit from the heat wave. 

In the irrigation districts, ‘the 
reports showed, about 15 per cent 
of the grape crop was damaged. 
In the non-irrigated districts, the 
grape crop damage was estimated 
at 25 to 30 per cent. No state- 
ments were made as to the size 
cf this year’s crop. 

Districts represented at the 
meeting included Upland, Ontario, 
Redlands, Yucaipa, Cucamonga, 
Chino and San Bernardino. 

About half of the 15,000 acres in 
the west section of the citrus belt 
and about 25 per cent of the 20,- 
}000 acres in the east citrus belt 
section will ‘be fumigated or 
sprayed within the next few weeks, 
the horticultural officials announc- 
ed. 

Among the kind of spray being 
used this year are the Volck 
Spray, the Bejo Spray, and the 
lime-sulphur, and oil spray, ac- 
cording to deputies in the farm 
bureau office. The spraying ana 
fumigation activities are devoted 
to the annual extermination of 
citricola and black scale. 


Plans are being perfected for 
the enlargement of the Roman 
Catholic Church at Colton.

Only @igerence jbetween the 
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Picking and Packing 


(Fontana Herald) 

Tent cities have been springing up near the 
big California canneries and drying establish- 
ments during the past month, and tent vil- 
lages have been rising near the orchards. 
Men, women and children have flocked in 
from near and far for the great annual pick 
and pack. It takes thousands of, hands to 
gather and prepare peaches, apricots, plums, 
and berries for canning and drying, and it is 
taking more hands this year than ever before, 
for, despite unfavorable weather conditions 
earlier in the year, the 1925 yield, as estimated 
py the Bureau of Agricultural Eqpnomics, will 
be greater than that of 1924. One reason for 
this is that the new bearing orchard acreage 
has increased considerably over that of last 
year, when California turned out $27,000,000 
worth of canned fruits and vegetables for the 
market and probably packed another $5,- 
000,000 worth in the home kitchen. This does 
not take into account the enormous quantity 
of fruit preserves, jellies and juices turned 
out by commercial and private industry, nor 
the home-packed vegetables. 

The increase of California tomato plantings 
from 20,000 acres in 1924 to 23,000 in 1925, 
will result in a proportionate increase in the 
quantity tinned over that of last year. 

Then there are the dried fruits, of which 
this state produced 381,000 tons last year, 
which, at an average price of $100’ a ton, 
brought the drying concerns $38,100,000. Tak- 
ing all the canning and preserving industries 
of the state, including fruits, vegetables, fish 
and meat, and the total value of the annual 
output has been in recent years over $100, - 
000,000. . moe 

This state ranks first in canning and pre- 
serving: According to the 1920 census figures, 
there were 22,500 workers employed in the 
industry in 1919. This year the army of pick- 
ers and packers will be considerably increased. 
Before the end of the season there will be 
3500 people employed at the Hemet canneries 
and dry yards alone, where about 2000 tons 
of apricots are being handled, as well as an 
enormous quantity of peaches. 

In many other sections of Southern Cali- 
fornia the hum of the fruit preserving indus- 
try is heard in the land. This is not only in 
the big commercial establishments, but in the 
home, for the housewives are at it, wtih sleeves 
roled up and juice-stained aprons, ladling the 
steaming fruit into their jars, and a little 
later the red-ripe tomato will engage their 
frugal attention, after which they will turn 
their thoughts and their peeling knives to ap- 
ples, pears and quinces. 

Some of the big Southern California fruit 
packers and dryers have cottages in which to 
house their employees. People come here from 
Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado and Okla*

which are more than paid for when the whole 
family is turned loose in the orchard~or can- 
nery. ; 

When one thinks of the millions of tins and 
jars that are now being used in this great in- 
dustry it seems strange to. reflect that it did 
not reach an important stage of development: 
until 1875 and that not until a decade later 
did the annual value of our canned goods 
reach $5,000,000. This was not only because 
of the smaller fruit acreage, as compared with 
the present, but because of the higher cost of 
production. Commercially canned fruits and 
vegetables are now so cheap that many house- 
wives prefer to buy them instead of doing 
their own packing and running the risk of 
their product spoiling on their hands, which 
often is the case where tins or jars are not 
perfectly sterilized and tighty sealed. 

The superiority of California canned fruits 
is now recognized everywhere. They are con- 
sumed all over the world, and each year 
adds to their popularity.

The cotton growers had a good year last 
year, and prospects are equally good this year, 
and perhaps better.

000,000 bushels short of last year, but spring 
wheat is doing well. The farmers have had 
30 to 40 cents more a bushel for early mar- 
keted wheat than they got last year. 

Thus it looks as if farm conditions would 
be better than average this year.

The automobile industr- 
started the year cautiously, but the prosperity 
of the country is revealed by the fact that 
it has generally been behind orders since 
April. Iron and steel have been at about 70 
per cent of capacity, in comparison with 45 
per cent a year ago.

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Treaties to Be Discussed Next 


(South Pasadena Record) 

During the next session of Congress one of 
the matters that will come up for considera- 
tion by the Senate will concern treaties with 
foreign countries. As the question now stands 
the majority of European nations dealing 
with the United States are acting under com- 
mercial treaties that were framed many years 
ago, and it is desired by many that these 
treaties be brougltt up to date, or modernized, 
as one statesman put it. ; 

Future commercial intercourse, as well as 
diplomatic relations, are being given much 
attention by those who will frame these mv as- 
ures. The question is’ likewise being given se- 
rious consideration by representatives of for- 
eign countries stationed in Washington. 

It will be recalled that the commercial 
treaty with Germany was drafted with the 
idea of its serving as a model for similar 
agreements with other countries- Since the 
ratification of this treaty foreign diplomatic 
agents have spent much time in studying this 
particular commercial pact and have forward- 
ed their reports to their respective govern- 
ments. Not all of these reports unanimously 
indorse the treaty with Germany as being 
perfect pact, but the great majority of these 
communications ‘that have been sent home“by 
foreign diplomats state the treaty contains 
many excellent provisions and that it forms 
a basis of a model treaty. It is quite the 
opinion ofthese men that the treaty is one in 
which fairness predominates. The point that 
is objected to by many foreigners is the re- 
servation under which Congress retains the 
power, after one Year, to revoke those clauses 
which stipulate that no preferential treatment 
shall be accorded American shipping, or goods 
‘transported in American bottoms, without. al- 
lowing identical advantages to German goods 
and shipping.

NEW ARROW BOULEVARD 





An activity going on in, or near, 
our community indirectly benefits 
the business of ‘he town, Such @ 
case in point is the building of 
the Arrow Boulevard. With the 
exception of a few men in charge 
of the work and the road ma- 
chines, who come for the most 
part from San: Bernardino, all oth- 
er men employed are from this 
locality. This provides work for 
about 15 men and to some of the 
Junior College boys who wished 
to work during vacation this em- 
ployment came at an opportune 
time. 

The paving has been in progress 
just two months and before this 
end of the road in San Bernardino 
County is completed, two or three 
more months will have elapsed. A 
portion three quarters of a mile 
long just east of the western 
boundary line of the county will 
be built by the same force of men 
as is working east of the city lim- 
its at the present time. 

Macadam roads built in the 
manner of this boulevard, not by 
contract, but by use of proper 
material and under conscientious 
supervision of men who under- 
stand their business, are classed 
as the best there are. The old 
Roman roads in England that have 
stood up for centuries were built 
after this fashion.
